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Text: 2 Cor. 6:17, “Be ye separate.” 
INTRODUCTION 
“Separation” as relates to the scrip- 
tures is twofold: (1) from whatever 
is contrary to the mind of God, and 
(2) unto God Himself. The underlying 
principle is in the fact that God can- 
not bless and use those who are 
compromising with evil. Separation 
from evil implies separation in desire, 
motive, and act, from the world in 
the had sense of this world system. 
When Abram was seventy-five years 
old, he separated from his homeland, 
kindred, and friends. God demanded 
this, and for his personal good it 
must be done. His obedience was fol- 
lowed with the promise, “I will bless 
thee, and make thy name great, and 
I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee: and in 
thee shall all families of the earth be 
blessed.” Therefore, we suggest that 
SEPARATION IS NECESSARY BE- 
CAUSE GOD DEMANDS IT 

Let us read the verse of scripture 
from which we have selected our text: 
2 Cor. 6:17, “Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the un- 
clean thing; and I will receive you.” 
What Paul means here is clearly ex- 
plained in verses 14-16—unbelief, 
unrighteousness, darkness (usually 
meaning sin), ungodliness, infidelity, 
idolatry, all of which are usually in- 
dulged in by the people, and in many 
cases by professing Christians. God de- 
mands that His people separate them- 
selves from such, and if we would have 
His blessings upon our lives, we must 
obey His command.In Romans 12:2, 
Paul said,“Be notconformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind.” This is a very 
plain scripture, and easy to understand. 
There is no reason for men_ going 
wrong in the face of such plain teach- 
ings—“Be not conformed to this

world.” Winston says “conform” means 
to bring into agreement, or to har- 
monize with a pattern. 

My Christian friend, you can not 
agree or harmonize your talk and 
walk with the world and satisfy the 
mind of God. 

The outstanding analysis of our 
subject is separation in desire, motive, 
and act. We first have a desire, then 
a motive, after which we act. I feel 
I am safe in saying that if you have 
a desire to conform to or pattern 
after the world, you certainly need to 
become alarmed at your condition. 
Thank God for the regenerating power 
that brings our desires under His con- 
trol, end under such control the 
fashions and fads of the world lose 
their charm for us. Paul said, “Let 
every one that nameth the name of 
Christ depart from iniquity” (which 
is wickedness), 2 Timothy 2:19. 

Christian friends, if you have been 
a recipient of salvation, and have 
made a public confession and profes- 
sion, don’t tag around after the world 
and the devil and use their style, 
make-up and decoration. God de- 
mands of you something different. 

SEPARATION IS NECESSARY FOR 
OUR OWN SUCCESS AS CHRISTIANS 

1 John 2:15, “Love not the world, 
neither the things of the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him.” Upon the au- 
thority of this scripture, we are con- 
strained to say, without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction, that no man can 
be a successful Christian and associate 
himself with the devil and his crowd. 
In every walk of life, a vocation must 
be a speciality. Therefore, to be a 
successful Christian, we, as individ- 
uals, must specialize in religion. It is 
needless and perfectly useless for a 
person to go to the altar and pray 
and then go out and smoke, chew and 
curse, go to the show, etc. Such people 
can never be successful Christians. I 
have observed cases like this for 
twenty-five years, and I think I am 
in a position to speak. Jesus said, “No 
man can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 


other; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon,” Matt. 6:24.This is a 
statement made by Jesus in His Ser- 
mon on the Mount relative to the 
kingdom law of riches, worldly gain 
or greed which is contrary to the laws 
of Christ, and they who are deceived 
thereby cannot expect to excel in re- 
ligion. How sad when Christians who 
once had a smile of peace on their 
lips now decorate with crimson; once 
had a look of love in their eyes, now

COVER PICTURE 

This beautiful scene is of the Lebanon Mountains in 
northern Palestine. The name signifies “white.” They have 
limestone cliffs and the peaks are covered with snow the 
year round. The two ranges run ninety miles parallel, from 
southwest to northeast, with an average of 6,000 to 8,000 
feet elevation. Between the ranges is a very fertile valley, 
some six to eight miles wide. The cultivation is wonderful. 
Fig trees cling to the naked rocks; olive trees grow in abun- 
dance. One of them can be seen in the foreground in this 
picture. Figs, mulberries, and grapes are plentiful. 

Lebanon was originally inhabited by the Hivites and the 
Giblites, Joshua 13:5, 6; Judges 3:3. The whole mountain 
range was assigned to the Israelites, but they never pos- 
sessed it. 

One can just keep looking at this exquisite mountain 
serenity and scarcely feature that only a few miles to the 
south, in the Holy City, Jerusalem, a war is raging that will 
likely be felt all over the world, for this is important terri- 
tory and the age-long differences are here coming to 
clashes. There are now six armies, three of the Jews and 
three of the Arabs, who are expecting assistance from 
Ethiopia. They are lined up from Dan to Beersheba. Many 
nations are intensely interested. In fact, this spot is so im- 
portant in the fulfillment of prophecy that practically all 
Christendom is watching. Just what next will happen it 
seems that no one knows.

I do not have any trade, I do not have 
any money, I do not have any friends, 
and I do not have any place to go. 
All my friends are in prison and I was 
just on the point of committing an- 
other crime to be sent back to prison, 
when someone told me of you. Now, 
Mr. Merritt, what would you do?” Mr. 
Merritt looked at him and said, “I do 
not know what I would do.” The man 
was insistent and continued, “But, 
Mr. Merritt, put yourself in my place. 
I have no trade, no money, no friends, 
no place to go.” Mr. Merritt looked at 
him and repeated, “No trade, no 
money, no friends, no place to go. 
Why, you are the emptiest fellow I 
ever met. You would make a capital 
fellow for the Holy Spirit to get hold 
of. The trouble with most of us is that 
we are filled with other things. Why, 
man, let the Holy Spirit come in your 
heart and He will be money in your 
pocket, Friend by your side, a place 
to. go, and He will be everything to

you.” 

The man, disappointed and aston- 
ished, quickly withdrew and walked 
on till he turned a corner, where he 
stood still and said to himself, “What 
did that old fellow mean anyhow? 
He did not know me, talking religion 
to me! When I was in prison and the 
preacher came around and asked me 
if I was a Protestant, I said, ‘No, I am 
a Catholic’; and when the priest 
came around and said, ‘Are you a 
Catholic?’ I said, ‘No, I am a Protes- 
tant,’ and that is all I know about 
religion. But that old fellow said that 
God’s Spirit could come into a man’s 
heart and be everything to him.” And 
not knowing that he was praying, the 
man looked up and said, “O God, if 
you can come into a man’s heart and 
be everything to him, please come in- 
to mine.” 

A strange impulse seemed to fill 
him; he walked a long time and then 
under the same impulse, he crossed 
the ferry to the New Jersey side and 
kept on going, he knew not where. 
When morning came, he found him- 
self in Newark, N. J. Following this 
same inner monitor, he went into a 
large place to inquire for work. He 
asked the man, who seemed to be in 
charge, whether he had any work for 
him and the man looked up and 
roared, “No.” 

He went out, but was not discour- 
aged, and walked on. Soon he saw an- 
other large business establishment, 
and following the inner guidance, he 
asked, “Do you have any work for a 
man?” The one addressed replied in a 
quick tone, “No, sir.” As he started to 
go out, the man called to him and 
said, “How long were you at your last 
place?” He replied, “I was eleven 
years in...” “All right,” interrupted 
the head of the firm, “go into the 
next room and report to the super- 
intendent and he will tell you what 
to do.” 

It was not long until the man was 
promoted and in a short time became 
confidential secretary to his employ- 
er. Then the conscience of the man 
troubled him and he feared that he

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Jesus’ Trial Illegal in 
Thirteen Accounts 


The Chelan County Bar Association 
sat as an imaginary court of ap- 
peal and heard a review of the trial 
and conviction of Jesus. nineteen 
centuries ago, from a legal and histori- 
cal viewpoint, with a simulated de- 
mand for a reversal of judgment on 
the grounds that the verdict was 
illegally arrived at and unjustified in 
view of the evidence presented. 

The appeal, presented by Wenatchee 
Attorney Sam R. Sumner was original- 
ly given by Judge H. L. Krapp, La 
Jolla, California, a personal friend of 
Sumner, who gave Sam a copy. 

James Arneil, president of the Bar 
Association, in introducing Sumner, 
pointed out that all statements of 
fact were authentic, taken from the 
Bible, either directly or by reasonable 
inference. 

“All propositions of law are taken 
from the Mosaic Code as found in 
the Bible, or from other records of 
Jewish law, such as the Talmud or 
Mishma. Only the language has been 
modernized,” Arneil said. 

“There were really two distinct 
trials: the first, before the Great 
Sanhedrin under the Hebrew law on 
charges of sedition and blasphemy; 
the second, before Pilate and Herod 
under the Roman law on the charge 
of treason. Only the Hebrew trial was 
considered at this time,” Arneil added. 

The trial resulted in a verdict of 
guilty. There was no court of appeal. 
The audience was asked to imagine 
themselves such a court and imagine 
the speaker as attorney for the ac- 
cused. 

Sumner said, in part: 

“Honorable judges, one hour ago 
the trial of Jesus before the Great 
Sanhedrin ended in a judgment find- 
ing Him guilty of blasphemy and con- 
demning Him to death. I appear before 
this court seeking a reversal on the 
grounds that it is contrary to law and 
not supported by evidence.” The 
plea was based on thirteen specific 
points. 

1. The members of the Sanhedrin 
were legally disqualified in this case 
because of enmity to Jesus. 

2. The Jewish law prohibits all pro-

ceedings by night. Therefore, the 
arrest was illegal for this reason, and 
the entire trial contrary to Hebrew 
law. It was conducted at night because 
the priests feared the people with 
whom Jesus was popular, and tried 
to keep the proceedings secret. 

3. The private examination by 
Annas was illegal. In the Talmud it 
expressly provides that no judge 
sitting alone shall interrogate an ac- 
cused. 

4. The indictment was illegal for 
two reasons. It was twofold and vague, 
which Mosaic law forbids, and it was 
made in part by Caiaphas, one of the 
judges. 

5. The proceedings were illegal, be- 
cause the court convened before the 
offering of the morning sacrifice. 

6. The trial was illegal because it 
was conducted on Friday. In cases of 
capital crime the law provided that no 
trial should be commenced on Friday, 
because it is unlawful to ajourn such 
cases longer than overnight, or to con- 
tinue them on the Sabbath. 

7. The trial was illegal because it 
was concluded within one day. 

8. The verdict was illegal because 
it was based upon an uncorroborated 
confession. 

9. The judgment is void because the 
verdict was unanimous. The Hebrew 
law provides that a unanimous verdict 


rendered on the day of the trial has 
the effect of acquittal. 

10. It was held in a place forbidden 
by law. 

11. The trial was illegal because the 


high priest rent hig clothes. The ren- 
ding of clothes is \an expression of 
extreme abhorrence with the Jews, and 
was done by Caiaphda@S as a dramatic 
gesture to impress the court with the 
enormity of the crime of the accused. 

12. The balloting on the verdict was 
irregular. No ballot was taken. The 
members voted in one body by ex- 
claiming together, “He is guilty.” 

13. The verdict is illegal bécause the 
merits of the defense were not con- 
sidered. 

Sumner pointed out that when 
Jesus was questioned by the high 
priest as to whether He was Christ, 
the Son of God, He replied, “I am.” 
This was immediately taken by the 
Sanhedrin as conclusive proof of blas- 
phemy. Manifestly, it could only be 
blasphemy if the statement were false. 
Therefore, it was the duty of the 
judges to receive evidence and con- 
sider whether Jesus is indeed the Son 
of God. 

Concluding, Sumner said: ‘Honor- 
able judges, it is not for me to prove, 
nor for you to decide, that Jesus is 


-in truth the Son of God. You have 


only to decide the legal question 
whether that was not an issue in the 
case upon which the trial court should 
have received evidence, and of that I 
think there can be no doubt. 
“Honorable judges, I say to you that 
if the verdict stands, this day will go 
down to future ages as the blackest 
day in the history of the human race. 


It will be nothing less than judicial | 


murder.”

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The Right Ammunition 


Text: “And he took his staff in his hand, and chose him five 
smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s bag 
which he had... ,” 1 Sam. 17:40. 


Introduction 

Our text suggests the thought of 
ammunition, the right ammunition. 
Much has been said during the last 
conflict about ammunition of various 
kinds, and nations strove to manu- 
facture the best and most effective 
ammunition with which to combat 
their opposition. As a result of these 
efforts, TNT and other powerful de- 
structive agents have been developed. 
The crowning achievement so far has 
been the atomic bomb. Scientists are 
now working furiously on gases and 
other agents of destruction, and it is 
thought that our next war may be a 
“germ war,” in which germs of disease 
shall wipe out whole nations in a 
short time. 

I am thinking of ammunition in 
terms of the Scripture—ammunition 
to be used in the salvation of men’s 
souls, instead of the destruction of 
men’s bodies. The preacher who goes 
into the pulpit with an empty “gospel 
gun” is going back home without any 
“game.” I do not speak in irreverent 
terms when I say this, for I think the 
Scripture clearly bears out the thought 
of ammunition in connection with 
this great program of salvation. Fol- 
low me and you will see. 


Moses’ Rod 

“And the Lord said unto him, What 
is that in thine hand? And he said, 
A rod.” 

Gangsters often speak of their gun 
as a “rod.” The rod that Moses had 
was not a gun as a gangster uses, but 
it was the instrument God suggested 
that he use in the deliverance of the 
children of Israel from Egyptian 
bondage. With that rod, he did signs; 
such signs the magicians of Egypt 
could not equal in full. His rod became 
a serpent and swallowed up all the 
serpents the magicians made. So it is 
with the full gospel (ammunition) ; it 
shall prevail over all man-made doc- 
trines and theories. The man of God 
will do well to use what he has in 
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hand. It is not my purpose to con- 
demn the right kind of theological 
training, but when a substitute gospel 
is resorted to and taught instead, 
great woes will be the result. When 
preachers in the pulpit more often 
quote the work and sayings of our 
world’s great theologians than the 
plain, simple, unadulterated gospel, 
they are using the “wrong ammuni- 
tion” and will have a dull and fruit- 
less ministry. When their sermons 
are made up plainly of a chain of 
interesting episodes about the little 
poodle dog that lost his mistress in the 
middle of New York City, and was 
sitting huddled up in the corner wail- 
ing as if his poor little heart would 
break, etc., tales designed to stir up 
human emotion and sympathy, in- 
stead of the pure gospel, the results 
of their ministry will be “names only” 
and not souls. Some illustrations are 
good in bringing out points of the 
gospel, but to spend our time in the 
pulpit telling a continual chain of 
“sob stories” is losing game that little 
pellets like that will never reach. It 
was said that Dwight L. Moody, per- 
haps the most fruitful soul winner of 
our time, had as his only ammunition 
the following books: Webster’s Dic- 
tionary, Cruden’s Concordance, and 
the Bible. Of the latter, it was said he 
had a great knowledge of its contents. 
It may never be your privilege to take 
extensive training in theology, but we 
may well arm ourselves with the best 
ammunition when we use and study 
His Word, rightly divide it and preach 
it in the power of the Spirit. Our 
“game bag” will not be empty when 
we get home. 


Jael’s Tent Peg 

“Then Jael Heber’s wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in 
her hand, and went softly unto him, 
and smote the nail into his tem- 
ples...,” Judges 4:21. A tent nail, or 
peg, and a hammer was all the am- 
munition Jael needed, and knowing 


how to use them, she went softly over 
to destroy Israel’s number one enemy, 
Sisera. We should take pattern in our 
ministry from those who were success- 
ful, then we shall find that we, too, 
can enjoy success. . 

Some of us preachers spend our 
time harping and humming and haw- 
ing about “bob-haired Susies, painted- 
face Jezebels, mossy-backed hypo- 
crites, snuff-dipping mamas, tobacco- 
chewing papas,” etc., in a “Didn’t I 
get them told, brother” attitude, when 
we could “go softly” with the right 
weapons and ammunition, and ac- 
complish our ends completely. In other 
words, we spend our time chopping 
off branches, when we ought to be 
digging up the tap root of sin. We 
make so much noise crowing about 
what we are going to do that we never 
have any time left to do it. We are 
like the little boy who found a fox 
sleeping and began to voice aloud 
what he was going to do with the fox’s 
pelt when he killed him. The fox 
awoke at the noise and slyly and 
quickly put the distance between 
them that spoiled the little fellow’s 
plans. Using the right ammunition is 
just as important as the gun we carry. 
No hunter goes bird hunting with 
buckshot for ammunition, neither 
does a squirrel hunter attempt to 
bring squirrels down with bird shot. 
We should use as much wisdom in 
getting the gospel to our congrega- 
tions—give it to them in its “life- 
giving form.” Paul says, “The letter 
killeth but the Spirit giveth life.” 

Empty Pitchers and Lamps 

“And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and he put 
a trumpet in every man’s hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers,” Judges 7:16. They had no 
swords, no spears, no bows, no weapons 
of war, yet they had the right 
ammunition. Plenty of trumpets, emp- 
ty pitchers, and lights were all the 
ammunition they needed to complete- 
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ly rout the Midianites. All the man 
of God needs is a trumpet, shouting 


victory, vessels sanctified, empty of 
all worldliness and meet, or fit, for the 
Master’s use, and His word, which is 
a “light unto our pathway and a lamp 
unto our feet.” We need that above 
all else in our warfare against Satan 
and his kingdom. Blown trumpets, 
broken vessels, shining lights for God 
—that is as I see the pattern for us 
Church of God ministers to promote 
His kingdom. 


Five Smooth Stones 

One of our preachers said the five 
smooth stones spoken of in my text 
represented the doctrines of repent- 
ance, regeneration, sanctification, the 
Holy Ghost baptism, and divine heal- 
ing. I would not discourage the brother, 
but I am thinking that would cover 
plenty of the right ammunition. Of 
course, it would include all the doc- 
trines of salvation—the word of 
truth rightly divided. We sing of 
“little David and his sling,” and some 
have suggested that as the origin of 
that ribald song, “Praise the Lord and 
Pass the Ammunition.” Anyway, when 
he came back, the virgins of Israel 
sang, “Saul has slain his thousands, 
but David his ten thousand.” It took 
only one of the five stones David 
chose to do the job, and David was a 
man who took no chances. He was not 
like the man who went bird hunting 
with one shell and jumped a dozen 
coveys. The story does not need re- 
telling. You all know it. David won the 
victory that day, and the Philistines 
took to a disorderly retreat. Our les- 
son from the text is preparedness. The 
minister who goes into the pulpit with 
an empty bag (no ammunition) will 
beat the air (thrash his congregation) , 
leaving it with a heavy heart, and 
with defeat written on his face in 
capital letters. Preparing for that 
important hour does not necessarily 
mean you must have an outline that 
is a.masterpiece in doctrine and gram- 
matical perfectness. Such sermons 
are often without Spirit and life, but 
it is very important that they be cho- 
sen as directed of the Spirit, rightly 
divided, and presented as unctionized 
of the Holy Ghost. Such messages call 
for prayer, consecration, and study— 
summed up in a nutshell, prepared- 
ness. 

Others 

Time and space both fail me when 
I think of Samson and the jawbone 
with which he slew a thousand Phi- 
listines; the conquest of Jericho, and 
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other similar events in which God 
gave the victory; but suffice it to say 
that the RIGHT AMMUNITION USED 
THE RIGHT WAY ALWAYS WINS. 


Fasting and Prayer 

“Howbeit this kind goeth not out 
but by prayer and fasting,” Matt. 17:21. 

We gather from the Scriptures that 
prayer and fasting are both formi- 
dable, the right ammunition in war- 
ring against Satan. Some devils are 
so well fortified they can be moved 
only by men who have fasted and 
prayed. 

In south Georgia, a few years ago, 
the writer was conducting a revival 
in a place which was considered “God 
forsaken and devil taken.” Our at- 
tendance was as slim as a toothpick, 
and the interest was at a low ebb. 
Also, we were discouraged by the older 
members of the church, who gave us 
no hope of having a revival. Older 
preachers than I had come and gone 
without success, and they said there 
was no use for me to try. However, I 
resolved to spend a day in fasting and 
prayer. I did so, and every seat in the 
church was filled that night. The 
altar was filled with seekers and six 
were saved, four sanctified, and two 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. After 
that, preaching was as easy as eating 
pomegranates and pound cake. The 
best revival they had had in years 
followed. 

We preachers aretooprone to pamper 
and pet ourselves and live on the boun- 
ties of the land, just drifting along 
with the tide, and being content with 
just carrying on, when if we would 
fast and pray and know the pangs of 
“miss-meal colic” for a change, we 
could have conversions and revivals, 
and the tide would be high. Addition 
always appeals to me when it comes 
to gospel arithmetic. 

Our Faith 

“ .. this isthevictory that overcome- 
eth the world, even our faith,” 1 John 
5:4b. Last but not least is the ammuni- 
tion of faith—our faith. Without it 
we cannot please God or defeat the 
devil. When we fire the gospel gun, 
we must have faith that it will ac- 
complish its end. We need not fear to 
go anywhere, if we are well supplied 
with the ammunition of faith. 


A story is told of a young preacher 
who took his ragged, gospel tent into 
one of the wickedest towns in America, 
a town that had almost entirely sold 
out to the devil. Two great evangelists 
had preceded him, without success. 
They laughed when they heard of 


his venture. Armed only with a 
tear-stained Bible, an old steel guitar, 
a few badly worn song books, and his 
unshakable faith in God, he began his 
campaign. On his first night, he sang

Down.” His sermon kicked back into 
his face like a mule. All the powers of 
the underworld and hell were arrayed 
against him, but he still looked up 
and trusted God. That night his little 
tent went up in smoke, and his seats 
became a pile of ashes. Fortunately, 
there was a street light near, and the 
next night he began his service as if 
nothing had happened. A crowd gath- 
ered to hear him. He did not mention 
the burning of his tent even once. He 
merely sang a few songs, prayed a 
prayer, and preached the message 
that lay so heavy on his heart. For the 
invitation song, he sang the “Great 
Judgment Morning.” No one responded 
until he reached the chorus after the 
second stanza. Then the ringleader 
of that wicked town was seen making 
his way to the newly built altar be- 
neath the light pole. Others followed, 
some screaming as if they were slip- 
ping into the very brink of hell itself. 
All the evangelist had time for that 
night was to go from one to another, 
giving instructions about how to be 
saved. Six were saved. The next night, 
a large circus tent stood over the ashes 
of the old tent, filled to overflowing 
with people who came to see and hear 
what the town’s riot leader had to say. 
The evangelist did not have time for 
much preaching, but gave way to the 
testimonies of the new converts. The 
final results sounds unbelieveable: 
dance halls were closed, saloons went 
out of business, and shows were bank- 
rupt because of lack of attendance. 

According to your faith so be it un- 
to you. Let us lay in store a good supply 
of the ammunition of faith as we go 
into the sacred place we call the pul- 
pit, and we shall see unbelieveable 
results. Believest thou this?

A Rough Trip But Jesus Was Present 

On Saturday, February 27, I left by 
boat for the convention in Turks 
Island. It was a very beautiful day in 
Kingston when our boat pulled out 
of the harbor, but we hadn’t gone far 
out to sea until we encountered heavy 
waves. As a result, most of the passen- 
gers on the boat, including myself, 
became sick. I spent most of the after- 
noon lying down, but by evening I 
went out and hung over the railing. 

Sunday morning, the sea was much 
calmer until toward evening when the 
sailing became rough again. Monday 
morning, the sea was rather calm. 
After about forty-seven hours on the 
water, we finally sailed into the beau- 
tiful harbor of Grand Turk. 


Our Pastor, Rev. O. O. Wolfe, many 
of the members, and a host of friends 
were at the wharf to give us a wel- 
come. In a short time we found our- 
selves walking on the narrow streets, 
under a dazzling bright sun, toward 
the house of Brother Wolfe, where 
we stayed. I made mention of the sun 
because even with dark glasses on it 
was so bright I could hardly keep my 
eyes open. 

This island gets very little rain, so 
no vegetation grows. All the food must 
be imported. The chief product of the 
Island is salt. They have large salt 
ponds. These are filled with water 
from the ocean. Because of the intense 
heat and little rainfall, the water 
evaporates very quickly, leaving only 
the salt. This is taken up and put in 
large piles close to the water front, 
where it is shipped to different parts 
of the world. It is quite a sight to see 
hundreds of tons of salt stacked on 
piles, which is sold for $4 a ton. 

Our convention started the Monday 
night of our arrival and _ closed 
Wednesday night. God’s presence and 
approval was upon the convention 
from the singing of the first hymn 
to the last: “Amen.” We spent most 
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of our time teaching these people 
rather than preaching evangelistic 
messages. We shall never forget the 
way the people responded to the 
messages and how hungry they were 
to know more of the Word of God. 
We met many of the officials of 
the Island while there. I was talking 
with one businessman and informed 
him that we were wanting to build 
a church. He told me we could get 
all our materials at cost through him. 
He said he would just turn the bills 
over to us as they came to him. This 
will mean quite a saving to us. The 
Government is going to purchase our 
present property. With the members 


giving most of the labor, getting ma- 
terials at cost, and the amount we 
shall receive fromour present property, 
we plan to put up a new building here. 

About 12 o’clock Thursday, our boat 
left for Jamaica. It seemed like a great 
part of the people who attended the 
convention were there on the wharf. 
They kept waving until our boat 
sailed out of sight. The boat was loaded 
with 400 tons of salt. Although the sea 
was much rougher coming back, I 
stood the trip better. About 2 o’clock 
on the morning of the second night 
we developed engine trouble. It was 
sometime before necessary repairs 
were made. During this time our boat 
was tossed about by the angry waves 
like a little ball. You can rest assured 
that I thought of the time the dis- 
ciples were caught in a storm and said 
to Jesus, “Carest thou not that we 
perish?” It was a grand feeling when 
our boat finally sailed into the harbor 
of Port Antonio, which is about ninety 
miles from Kingston where we live. 
It felt wonderful to put my feet on 
terra firma again. The rest of the 
ninety miles I made by car. We covet 
your prayers.—Yours in the Master’s 
service, Henry C. Stoppe, Box 390, 
Kingston, Jamaica.

Tried Another University 

I am indeed delighted and pleased 
that I have the opportunity to give 
my testimony. I am happy that I can 
report salvation in my soul. The Lord 
saved, sanctified, and filled me with 
the Holy Ghost several years ago. Since 
I have known Jesus as my Saviour, 
I have really enjoyed living. About 
a year later, the Lord led me to 
join the Church of God and called me 
to preach His glorious Word. 

It was somewhat strange how the 
Lord called me to preach the gospel. 
While carrying newspapers, I stopped 
at an old man’s house who frequently 
made repairs on my bicycle. He wasn’t 
saved, although he loved the Lord. He 
wanted me to come into his house and 
have prayer with him. After praying 
a long while, I heard the still, small 
voice speak to my heart, “Go and 
preach my Word; strengthen’ the 
feeble knees; preach deliverance to 
the captives, healing for the sick, and 
salvation in full for the lost.” 

I then had a desire, which I prayed 
about and kept in my heart, to come 
to Bible Training School. Last year, 
I attended B. T. S. in Sevierville, 


Tennessee, for nine months and en- 
joyed it very much.

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MODERN EVIL—DIVORCE, FORNICATION

The Creator of the universe made 
man, then took a rib from his side and 
made a helpmeet for him—bone of 
his bone and flesh of his flesh—and 
they were made one flesh. (Gen 2:21- 
24.) The marriage covenant, which 
makes husband and wife one flesh, 
has been carefully guarded and pro- 
tected by the providences of God 
through all ages, since its institution 
in the garden of Eden. 

Jesus said in Matt. 19:5, 6, “For 
this cause shall a man leave father 
and mother, and shall cleave to his 
wife: and they twain shall be one 
flesh? Wherefore they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. What therefore 
God hath joined together, let not man 
put asunder.” In answer to the ques- 
tion asked him concerning the divorce 
He said, in verse 8, “Moses because of 
the hardness of your hearts suffered 
you to put away your wives; but from 
the beginning it was not so.” There- 
fore, we see clearly that the teaching 
of our Saviour is against the divorce, 
which is so common today. 


Verse 9 reads, “And I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
except it be for fornication, and shall 
marry another, committeth adultery; 
and whoso marrieth her which is put 
away doth commit adultery.” The 
statement which seems to cause a 
difference in opinion is, “Except it be 
for fornication.” Read 1 Cor. 5:1, “It 
is reported commonly that there is 
fornication among you, and such for- 
nication as is not so much as named 
among the Gentiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife.” 1 Cor. 7:2, 
“Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, let 
every man have his own wife, (not 
the other man’s wife) and let every 
woman. have her husband” (not the 
other woman’s husband). It is clear 
that to be married to another man’s 
wife or to another woman’s husband 
is fornication, and the fornication of 
having the other man’s wife or the 
other woman’s husband is the only 
fornication that gives anyone a right 
to divorce the one with whom he or 
she is living and married again. 

Fornication is one of the works of 
the flesh. In Gal. 5:19 Paul said, 
“Now the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these; adultery, forni- 
cation, uncleanness, lasciviousness.” 
Verse 21, “ ... they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God.” 1 Cor. 6:18, “Flee fornication 
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(get away from it). Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body; but 
he that committeth fornication sin- 
neth against his own body.” 

Again, we read in Rom. 7:2, 3, “For 
the woman which hath an husband is 
bound by the law to her husband so 
long as he liveth; but if the husband 
be dead, she is loosed from the law 
of her husband. So then if, while her 
husband liveth, she be married to 
another man, she shall be called an 
adulteress: but if her husband be 
dead, she is free from that law; so 
that she is no adulteress, though she 
be married to another man.” 1 Cor. 
7:10, 11, “And unto the married I com- 
mand, yet not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her husband: 
But and if she depart, let her remain 
unmarried, or be reconciled to her 
husband: and let not the husband put 
away his wife.” 

I trust that enough has been said in 
this message to bring the light to all 
who read it; that it will be a guiding

had secured his position under false 
pretense. 

He called his employer aside and 
told the circumstances of the first 
day he came and asked for work. His 
employer said, “If I had’ known then 
what you tell me now, I probably 
would not have employed you, but I 
have tested you and will still retain 
you.” 

Mr. Merritt said, “I had a call from 
a seeming stranger the other day and 
he said, ‘Mr. Merritt, do you know 
me?’” Mr. Merritt said, “I do not 
think I do.” “Well,” said the stranger, 
“I am the man who came to you after 
having served eleven years in Sing 
Sing prison, and you told me to let 
the Holy Spirit into my heart and life 
and He would be money in my pocket, 
and Friend by my side, and every- 
thing I needed. Mr. Merritt, you did 
not put it strong enough”; and then 
he related what we have recited 
above, and added, “Today I am a 
member of the firm, and God is so 
real and so good to me, He is every- 
thing to me.” 

This is the power which is needed 
to save and to transform hearts and 
lives. “It is not by might, nor by 
*power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts.” 

Not only in the salvation of an in- 
dividual, but in the salvation of thou- 
sands upon thousands the Holy 
Spirit is waiting to manifest His 
power. The late Dr. A. J. Gordon re- 
counts in his book, “The Holy Spirit 
in Missions,” the following mighty 
outpouring of God’s Spirit: 

“The Lone Star Mission in India 
had waited wearily but in vain for 
success, till, after thirty years of 
faithful but seemingly fruitless labor, 
the proposition was seriously enter- 
tained of giving up the field. Twenty- 
five years ago John E. Clough was 
commissioned to go to Ongole in ord- 
er to take up this forlorn hope. He 
entered on his work, when very soon 
a bright omen appeared. High-caste 
Brahmins had in several instances 
expressed a willingness to hear more 
about Christianity and had given en- 
couragement that if a school were 
opened, they would send their chil- 
dren for instruction and contribute 
their money. 

“The missionary’s heart was over- 
joyed at this indication of prosperity 
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at last dawning upon the mission, but 
just at this point of reviving hope, a 
very awkward circumstance occurred. 
A company of Telegus came in from 
the country, seeking baptism. Having 
heard the Word from the lips of the 
missionaries and having believed un- 
to life, they now desired to make con- 
fession of their faith in Christ. When 
their baptism had become known in 
the city, great revulsion was created 
in the hearts of the Brahmins. ‘What,’ 
they explained, ‘know you not that 
it is unlawful for us to keep company 
with these who are outcasts? To 
mingle with them would be to break 
our caste and bring defilement upon 
ourselves. You must have nothing to 
do with these people if you expect to 
teach our children or to receive our 
support in your work.’ As the mis- 
sionary and his wife were sorely agi- 
tated and distressed over this new 
turn of affairs, they sought counsel of 
the Lord. Dr. Clough had resorted to 
his Bible for comfort and instruction, 
when, with no thought of turning to 
any particular passage, lo! the Book 
opened of its own accord to the first 
chapter of 1 Corinthians, and his eyes 
rested on these words: 


“For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called: but God hath chos- 
en the foolish things of the world to 
confound the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world 
to confound the things which are 
mighty; and base things of the 
world, and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and things 
which are not, to bring to nought 
things that are: that no flesh should 
glory in his presence.’ 


“While the good missionary was 
pondering on these words with not a 
little surprise, how was his astonish- 
ment increased when his wife, coming 
in from another room where she had 


been seeking counsel of the Lord, held _ 


out to him an open Bible, with her 
finger resting on the same _ words. 
This text had been given to her in 
precisely the same way as to her hus- 
band, and, nothing doubting, both ac- 
cepted it as the voice of the Holy 
Ghost. 

“The work among the outcast Tele- 
gus was now taken up in earnest and 
according to the most aggressive evan- 
gelistic: methods. The golden text of 
the Gospel, ‘God so loved the world,’ 
was sounded far and wide among 


these poor people, though such a 
course meant the forfeiture of the 
golden opinions and the golden of- 
ferings of those of high caste. But 
the result of obeying the voice of 
God was precisely the same as when 
Peter opened the door of the gospel 
to the Gentiles: ‘The Holy Ghost fell 
on all them which heard the word.’ 
A revival soon commenced of extent 
and power unparalleled in the history 
of modern missions, and when in the 
year 1878 the first fruits of this re- 
vival were gathered, two thousand, 
two hundred and twenty-two believ- 
ers were baptized in a single day and 
in a single company; and when that 
year closed,.more than ten thousand 
disciples had been added to the 
Church. Nor did this latter-day 
Pentecost end with a single year. The 
revival has gone on.” 

The latter portion of this text must 
not be overlooked, “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts.”

Instantly Healed of T. B. 

“I love the Lord, because he has 
heard my voice and my supplications. 
Because he hath inclined his ear un- 
to me, therefore will I call upon him 
as long: as I live,” Psalm 116:1, 2. 

As I sat thinking of the wonderful 
love and mercy God has for His people, 
I decided to write my testimony of 
Jesus’ great saving, healing, and keep- 
ing power. 

Until seven years ago, April 7, 1939, 
I was bound in sin, a slave to drinking 
and gambling, had lost my health, my 
friends, and my self-respect. Then I 
heard the man of God tell the sweet, 
old story of Jesus and His love. With 
all my heart I sought the Lord, and 
He heard my cry, sanctified me wholly 
and baptized me with the precious 
Holy Ghost and fire. 

On July 14, 1946, I was put to bed 
with T. B. in both lungs in a far ad- 
vanced stage. I was X-rayed every 
three months. Each time the doctor 
would say, “No improvement.” My 
landlord told me to move, because the 
other roomers were afraid, and he 
couldn’t keep me there with them. 
On October 18, I was placed in the 
home of a perfectly strange woman, 
who was also sick and did not know 
God. I was too sick to cook my meals 
at times, and when I was able to cook 
I would be too sick to eat. God, in His 
mysterious way, helped me to hold on 
to the scripture that reads, “Many 
are the afflictions of the righteous: 
but the Lord delivereth them out of 
them all.” 


On February 1, 1947, the Lord led 
me togoona four days’ fast. On 
February 27, Sister Marcia Adkins, 
who held prayer services in her home 
at noon every day, came over and took 
me to her house for prayer. All the 
saints, except one brother, had left, 
and he looked at me and said, “I'll 
pray for you if you want me to.” I 
said, “I’ll be glad to have you do so, 
and please pray for my lungs.” He 
called to Sister Adkins, who had gone 
into the kitchen to prepare dinner. 
She came out and got the olive oil to 
anoint me. As they prayed, the Spirit 
spoke to me, and said, “Believe.” It 
seemed as though I couldn’t have 
faith. He spoke to me three times be- 
fore I could get faith. Then out of 
my very soul I cried, “Yes, Lord,” and 
that moment God touched me. I cried 
out again, “I’m healed,” and oh, what 
a rejoicing! 

Five days later, the city nurse came 
and told me that there was a bed for 
me at Stillwater T. B. Hospital. I left 
for the hospital the following day. 
After being there twenty-four hours, 
I was given an examination. Believe 
it or not, but there was not a sign of 
T. B., not even a scar! I was X-rayed 
and given all sorts of T. B. tests, but 
not a trace of the disease could be 
found. The doctors wonder, but in my 
heart I’m saying, “Thank you, Jesus.” 
I was kept there twenty-five days and 
then released. 

I had made a vow to the Lord, that 
if He would heal me I would tell about 
it, and would go from church to 
church, or any other place where I 
was accepted, or even on the streets. 
I find joy in telling the story of 
Christ’s healing virtue. I am thanking 
the saints everywhere for their 
prayers. Continue to pray for me that 
I may be a help to -those who are 
bound in sin, and that I may live true 
and be caught away to meet the Lord 
in the air some day.

religion, for, after all, we are our 
brother’s keeper; we are responsible 
to our neighbor and those around us. 
First, we should by all means consider 
those among us who are weak. Should 
we find that we are doing or saying 
things which offend them, we should 
at once discontinue such things. “Oh 
well,” someone may say, “I am not 
condemned over thus and so.” True 
enough, you may feel at liberty in 
many cases, but remember Paul’s 
warning to the Corinthians (1 Cor. 8: 
9): “Take heed lest by any means this 
liberty of yours become a stumbling- 
block to them that are weak.” Paul 
states in the 11th verse of the same 
chapter that Christ died for the weak 
brother the same as he did for the 
strong. In the 12th verse he states 
that in our causing the weak to stum- 
ble we sin against him; in so doing 
we wound his weak consience, thereby 

sinning against Christ. 

Paul thought enough of this argu- 
ment that he said, “If meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no more 
flesh while the world standeth, lest 
I make my brother to offend.” I admit 
that this scripture deals with the 
limitations of meat as relates to Chris- 
tian liberty, nevertheless we must con- 
cede that any offense, regardless from 
what source, that causes a brother to 
stumble or fall is a crime or sin against 
Christ. Therefore, we must separate 
ourselves from anything offensive to 
our brother. By so doing we are help- 
ing our brother to grow strong in the 
Lord. Then, in 1 Thess. 4:12, we have 
these words from Paul: “Walk honest- 
ly toward them that are without,” 
which I construe means those who 
are not Christians, and perhaps many 
will never be Christians unless such 
fellows as you and I be honest with 
them. It is a regrettable fact that 
many times sinners remain so because 
somebody has failed to make the prop- 
er separation between right and 
wrong. 

My Christian friend, if by your 
misconduct you have caused some 
weak brother to fall, or some sinner 
to miss heaven, it will be a sad day 
with you when at the judgment you 
are turned away. Have you ever heard 
such statements as, “I would go to 
the altar, but I don’t want Brother 
A praying for me”; “Why should I 
seek the Lord? I am as good as So- 
and-so”? May the Lord help us to so 
live that others can see Jesus in our 
lives. 
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Then, a life separated unto God is 
necessary because God demands it; 
it is necessary because of our own 
success as Christians; it is nec- 
essary because of and for the sake of 
others. “Come out from among them.” 
“Be ye separate.” “Touch not the un- 
clean things.” “Be not conformed to 
this world.” “No man can serve two 
masters.” “Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon.”
